During  the  Year  the  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality,  and 
although  a full  supply  was  maintained,  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  as  the  demand  has  outgrown  the  supply  during  dry  periods 
and  it  is  a matter  of  urgency  that  duplicate  pumping  plant  and  extra 
filtration  lie  provided. 

Samples  of  water  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  were  graded  Class  I - Highly  satisfactory. 

The  water  has  ns  plumbo  solvent  effect  and  the  ph  value  is 
maintained  at  7,2  - 7.4,
